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AUDITOR’S REPORT 


February 10, 1951 


Board of Selectmen 
Searsport 
Maine 


Gentlemen: 


In accordance with your request, we have audited the general 
and trust fund accounting records of the Town of Searsport, Maine 
for the year ending January 31, 1951; we have directly examined 
records of the town clerk affecting accounting procedure and the 
administration of the town. Our examination was made in ac- 
cordance with generally accepted auditing standards, and accord- 
ingly included such tests of the accounting records and such other 
auditing procedures as we considered necessary in the circum- 


stances. 


Balance Sheet Comments 


Cash on deposit, in the general fund, has been reconciled with 
certificate furnished by The Merrill Trust Company. All cash 
recorded as received had been placed on deposit at year end 
closing. All treasurer’s transactions in both the general and trust 
fund accounts were traced in complete detail; adjustments were 
made if considered practical or necessary, however, certain items 
resulting from very minor error were not considered as either 
payable or receivable to and from the parties involved. 


We have proved the assessment of 1950 taxes and have com- 
pared the individual assessments with the list committed to the 
collector. The extent of verification by correspondence made in 
the prior years pertaining to uncollected balances for the years 
1946 to 1949 inclusive indicated further verifications to be un- 


necessary. 
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Copies of excise tax receipts numbered 92 to 573 inclusive for 
1950 and numbered 1 to 59 inclusive for 1951 were added, and 
the total found to be in agreement with receipts issued by the 
treasurer. 


New tax mortgage liens securing uncollected real estate assess- 
ments for 1949 taxes have been examined; costs have been added 
and forms a part of the reconciled ledger balance. 


New accounts receivable have been determined from exami- 
nation of departmental and other transactions; verification, by 
correspondence, has been made with the other municipalities and 
public utilities involved. The amount due from the State of 
Maine for highways has been confirmed although contingent upon 
presentation of a supplemental completion certificate. 


Transactions in tax acquired property have been examined 
in detail; all tax mortgages for which the period for redemption 
has expired have been added to this account together with the 
merged subsequent mortgages and uncollected real estate taxes. 
We have not, however, traced the property title of the mortgagor 
to whom assessment was originally made. 


Capital reserve resources have been determined by direct 
examination of the securities and by obtaining certificate from the 
depository for the amounts on time deposit. An uninvested 
balance of $28.38 is intermingled with, and forms a part of, a 
special checking account maintained for the segregation of trust 
funds; the gross amount in this special checking account has been 
reconciled with certificate furnished by The Merrill Trust Com- 
pany. This intermingling can easily be eliminated by transfer of 
$28.38 to a special time deposit in the Penobscot Savings Bank 
account number 53727 which is being properly maintained for the 
purpose of depositing the income from the security investments; 
this amount could also properly be deposited to time deposit num- 
ber 4037 in The Merrill Trust Company, this account being opened 
as an investment of the amounts raised and appropriated in 1949 
and 1950. 
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Accounts Payable have been determined from current years 
transactions and amounts not recorded as paid in prior years. 
There exists a possibility that certain minor prior years obligations 
have been paid and charged to current expenditures instead of 
being clearly defined as payables, but the cost of a search that 
could not yield return to the Town has been avoided, however, 
letters of confirmation to the payees have been mailed. 


Trust Funds 


Trust fund resources, in the form of securities, have been 
determined by direct examination. Amounts on time deposit have 
been verified by certificates furnished by the depository banks. A 
special checking account to segregate trust fund income from the 
general funds of the Town, has been reconciled with certificate 
furnished by The Merrill Trust Company. 


Trust fund balances, representing expendable income, ex- 
pendable principal and permanent trust have been reconciled with 
the transactions in each individual trusteeship revealing overpay- 
ment to the Village Cemetery Association of $14.65, an amount 
exactly coincidental with an overpayment to the Elmwood Ceme- 
tery Association made in the prior year; payments to the Elmwood 
Cemetery Association were found to be $.50 less than intended 
and is considered as due and payable. 


Transactions with the depository banks were not in accord- 
ance with apparent intentions resulting in correction transfers 
from the special trust fund checking account to time deposit 
numbered 3871 but the transfer was proved to be $20.00 in excess 
of the amount apparently intended, however, the trustees could 
properly make such a transfer. The reason for the special checking 
account is to segregate expendable income (which may or may 
not be temporarily earning interest at the discretion of the trust- 
ees) and to avoid the accounting cost of intermingling the earning 
resources of the numerous individual trusts. Although a perfectly 
proper procedure the amount of such time deposit earnings is less 
than the cost of the accounting. The combination of the expend- 
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able income of several accounts within a single time deposit such 
as occurred during the current year was not accompanied by 
accounting records maintained by the town. Our report does 
contain a detail of all resources and a detail of all balances in such 
manner that the trustees should be fully protected by having 
available, a report in the event that, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Chapter 147, Section 1, sub-section 3 of the 1944 Sta- 
tutes of Maine, as amended, the judge of probate requests an 
accounting. 


Operating Comments 


We have not made a detailed audit of all departmental trans- 
actions; we have, however, made an examination of the important 
accounts. We have test checked invoices and payrolls against 
warrants issued for expenditures. The balances that continue for 
the municipal year 1951-1952 are in the educational, highway and 
charity accounts. The balance in State Aid Construction as re- 
ported herein is believed to be in accordance with the manner in 
which the management of this fund is desired by the Board of 
Selectmen. The operations of joint town and state funds for 
State Aid Construction are complex; the objectives of accounting 
in the town and the objectives of accounting in the State Highway 
Department are somewhat different and although component 
parts should agree the balances forward need not be in agreement, 
in order that the voters of the town may have the proper freedom 
and exercise their just right in respect to appropriations and ex- 
penditures, however, the reports rendered by the State Highway 
Department have been reconciled with the records of the town. 
The use of the special appropriation made by the town for the 
Sprague Road is believed to be in the manner intended by the 
voters. The only significance of the continuing balance of $268.42 
is that in providing for the Town’s share of the joint fund in 1951 
this part of the town’s share is already provided for and the actual 
amount to be raised by new taxation is correspondingly less with- 
out reducing the amount available from the State. As accounted 
for by the town, therefore, the operations of the Sprague Road 
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construction have been considered separately with the relatively 
small overdraft being lapsed to general fund surplus. It is sug- 
gested, therefore, that the management of this fund follow the 
opinion of the Selectmen which appears to be sound ard proper. 

A continuing balance for Aid to Dependent Children is due 
to the absence of an invoice from the State of Maine for the town’s 
share of this expense for the three months period ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1950. 


During the year the surplus of resources increased from 
$17,663.20 to $22,502.26 despite a special appropriation of $7,000 
for which a tax levy was not made. Contributing to this favorable 
change was the unappropriated excise tax revenue and the overlay 
credited directly to the surplus account. As shown on Exhibit E 
there was a further substantial gain from operating accounts in 
which the total unexpended departmental balances were in excess 
of the total overdrafts. 


Recommendations 


The cost of accounting for the numerous and complex trust 
funds now reflected as an audit cost merits careful consideration 
with provision, if found practical, for reconciliation within the 
year in place of reconciliation at year end closing only. 


Disbursements by the treasurer prior to receiving authorized 
warrants can result in errors and difficulty in reconciliation. It 
is becoming customary for payrolls and vouchers for purposes of 
education to be submitted to the municipal officers at regular bi- 
weekly intervals and prepayment in anticipation of payrolls 
should be completely discontinued. It is an excellent and general- 
ly accepted practice to draw all checks in payment of each warrant 
at one time and to compare the total of the actual checks written, 
with the total of the warrant before the actual checks are released 
by the treasurer. 

It is suggested that if the prefix “‘Mrs.”’ is to be used in a tax 


assessment that the true name of the owner be listed so that the 
prefix will not be followed by a husband’s name. Consideration 
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should also be given that the designation “‘heirs of’ and ‘‘devisees 
of” are not interchangeable; each having a specific meaning, and 
that under no circumstances should an assessment be made to 
an “estate.” 


Certificate 


Based upon our examination, and subject to the foregoing, 
we hereby certify that, in our opinion, the accompanying com- 
parative balance sheet, statement of transactions in departmental 
accounts, and analysis of change in surplus of resources properly 
present the financial condition of the town as of January 31, 1951, 
and the results of its operations for the year then ended, in con- 
formity with generally accepted principles of municipal accounting.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


In submitting our report, we wish to call your attention to 
certain phases of our local government. 


We were pleased to be able to hold the tax rate at 68. This 
was made possible by finding an increase of $92,553.00 in local 
valuation. Our tax commitment was $6,217.51 more than in 1949. 
Some additional taxable property is in sight this year. To offset 
this, we are definitely assured of a substantial increase in our state 
and county tax, unless the state property tax is abolished by the 
legislature. 


The presence of Mr. Rogers in the town office has been greatly 
missed. All of us liked him and now that he is not with us, we 
realize more than ever the help that he was to us. 


The overdraft in the Union Hall account was due to the work 
on the ceiling downstairs. The wallboard has been put in place 
and painted two coats. 


The appropriation for the fire department was reduced by 
50% last March and that caused an overdraft. In addition, we 
felt it advisable to purchase 1000 feet of double jacketed hose at 
the present time rather than wait until spring, when we might be 
faced with a higher price and a probable scarcity. Money for this 
should be raised at town meeting. 


Mr. Whitcomb, the Police Patrolman, has been paid at the 
rate of 874c per hour when on duty. “Twenty-three arrests have 
been made and convictions obtained for traffic violations. 


Sewers required little attention this year. The big item being 
the balance due The Bridge Construction Corporation for work 
during 1949. Some work was done on Park Street. 


No expenditures were made from the Fourth of July appro- 
priation due to the celebration in Belfast. 
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The School Survey balance carried forward from last year 
has been closed into surplus. 


No work was done on the wharf other than on the float. It 
becomes increasingly evident, however, that some decision must 
be reached regarding what shall be done to the approach to it. 


We have tried to maintain the town roads and keep within 
the appropriation. 


Tarring of town streets, voted by the Town, has been done. 
These same streets should probably be treated again this year. 


State aid money was used this year for applying tar. Less 
money will be available this year for that purpose. With the in- 
creased traffic, the old Station road must have attention. The 
Summers Road has been designated as state aid and should be 
rebuilt. 


Third Class reconstruction was used on Mortland Road, 
which has now been accepted as state aid. There will be no more 
third class money. 


The snow removal account shows a substantial balance. 


The town road improvement money was spent on the Porter 
Road, the John Ladd Road and at North Searsport. 


The Town was fortunate in securing the services of the state 
highway department in rebuilding the road to the coal dock. 
This is now state aid road to the B. and A. Station. 


A table showing cost of town poor over a ten year period is 
attached, and also one showing amount of excise taxes collected 
over the same period. 


Income from the Annie Partridge Trust Fund has been spent 
at the North Searsport Cemetery according to the terms of the 
will. More work will be done this year.

NOTICE TO DOG OWNERS 
Officers Commanded to Kill Dogs to Make Return 


Section 163. Officers to make returns. Each police officer or 
constable to whom the warrants named in the 2nd paragraph of 
the preceding section are issued shall return the same at the time 
specified and shall state in his return on each warrant the number 
of dogs killed or otherwise disposed of and whether all unlicensed 
dogs within his precinct have been disposed of, and the names of 
persons against whom complaints have been made under the 
provisions of said section. Such officers shall receive from the city, 
town, or plantation the sum of $2 for each dog killed or otherwise 
disposed of, and for other services rendered under: the provisions 
of this chapter they shall receive such compensation as the muni- 
cipal officers may determine. 


Provided, however, that in the event the owner of a dog, that 
has been ordered to be killed, desires to conform with the law in 
regard to the dog at the time the officer calls to attend to his duty, 
he may pay the regular fees, due, plus an extra fee of 85 cents to 
the officer. The officer shall make a return on the warrant to that 
effect, and pay over the regular fee to the city or town clerk, 
retaining the 85 cents. 


Provided further, that in no case shall such officer be entitled 
to more than $2 as a fee for disposing of any dog.

SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


Mr. David Stone* Term Expires March 1951 
Mrs. Helen Fletcher + Term Expires March 1951

*Mr. Stone was appointed to fill the vacancy when Mrs. Card 
resigned for reasons of health and increased duties at home. 


+Mrs. Fletcher was appointed to fill the vacancy caused by 
Mr. Clements’ return to active duty in the armed services. Two 
members to this committee will have to be elected at town meet- 
ing, one to serve for a one year term and the other to serve for 
the regular three year term. 


To the School Committee and the Citizens of Searsport: 


According to law, it is my duty to submit the following report 
of the conditions and progress of the schools of Searsport for the 
year ending February 1, 1951. 


Before mentioning any specific problems or developments in 
the schools of Searsport, I would like to make a few general re- 
marks on public school education. 


Throughout the history of our country we have seen the 
schools perform successfully the tasks placed before them. Self- 
government in the New World has been successful because of an 
enlightened citizenry. The public schools have been responsible 
for this accomplishment in a large degree. The schools of America 
have played an important part in the creation of national unity 
and the Americanization of millions of immigrants who arrived in 
this land of opportunity. 


Today, the American people are worried about their schools. 
In all the literature on education there is more discontent than 
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complacency. There is the feeling that the schools are not doing 
their job. At the same time, no one seems very positive as to 
just what that job is. Should the schools teach to strengthen 
nationalism or should they inspire internationalism? The schools 
are in a crossfire of conflicting demands. The old expectations 
persist while at the same time new demands make the situation 
extremely difficult. The schools not only must prepare youth for 
college, but somehow teach for particular tasks and competences 
such as driving, shopwork and the like. 


It is interesting to note that there are more people enrolled 
in our colleges and universities today than were in our high schools 
thirty years ago. Public support of education has risen to $5 
billion annually. Yet the proportion of our national income spent 
on education has been steadily declining. 


In these times, with the ever increasing tax burden from 
national, state and local levels, it is essential that towns consol- 
idate over larger areas of population if a program of education is 
to be furnished that will meet the needs of our youth today. 
There is need for the development of an area school in this section. 
It is possible such a program will develop with two area schools 
rather than one. Regardless of the course adopted, your under- 
standing of the problem and your cooperation will be needed if 
this program is to succeed. 


There have been few teacher changes this year. Mrs. Buck 
retired in June after serving this community faithfully for many 
years. Mrs. Hattie Hopkins of Stockton Springs was elected to 
this position. Mr. Thornton Johnston, a graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Maine, was elected to teach in the junior high and coach 
basketball. This position opened after the resignation of Mr. 
Heilsberg who is now the principal of the new elementary school 
at Bluehill. Within three weeks of the opening of school, Mr. 
Johnston was recalled to active service and Mr. Frederick Murk- 
land, also a graduate of the University of Maine, was elected to 
fill the vacancy. 
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The placing of the second grade at the Nichols school has 
been very successful. The adjustment for these young children 
‘was made easily and quickly. 


In April, specifications for the new schoolbus were drawn up 
and invitations for bids were sent out. The bus contract was 
given in June to the lowest bidder, Dutch Chevrolet Co. of Belfast, 
after receiving bids from seven companies on Ford, Chevrolet, 
GMC and Mack chassis. The bus was scheduled for August de- 
livery, but did not arrive until November due to reasons beyond 
our control. I understand some towns still have not received 
buses which were ordered for fall delivery. 


Mr. Clair Shute was selected by the committee to drive the 
new bus and do the janitoring at the Central School. His work 
in both departments has been very satisfactory.

The elementary school enrollment is slightly larger than a 
year ago. The most difficult situation still persists in the split 
grades in the Central school. The number of children conveyed 
is less than last year. However, in so far as possible, secondary 
pupils are assisted provided there is no overcrowding of the buses. 


A new 16 mm. sound projector was purchased for the use of 
the grades in order that this phase of visual education might be 
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stimulated and developed. A sound program of visual education 
is a highly important part of effective teaching. The amount of 
material available for schools at very little expense is growing 
yearly. 


The program of health education has been improved with 
the addition of new texts in the upper four grades. A new set of 
Compton Encyclopedias were purchased for the Central school. 
The reading program has been maintained at a satisfactory level. 
The use of two basic readers in the program is paying dividends 
in the lower grades. 


Several building improvements have been accomplished this 
year. The work done at the High School completes the redec- 
oration of the classrooms within a two year period. There is, 
however, another problem which should be given consideration in 
this building and that is the problem of proper lighting and venti- 
lation of the toilet rooms. An improvement here is much needed. 


It was discovered last spring that water had leaked under the 
roof of the portico on the Central school and had rotted the 
timbers and roof of that structure. This was rebuilt and a new 
aluminum roof was put on, once more giving a safe entrance. The 
boiler at this school was equipped with an oil burner. Some of 
the piping had to be changed to meet all the safety requirements 
of such an installation. This installation could be improved at a 
later date by the addition of individual controls for the separate 
rooms. The resulting fuel savings would pay for the controls in 
a short time. The two projects just mertioned were not anti- 
cipated in the budget and are responsible for the overdraft on the 
General School Account. 


In closing, I wish to thank you for your support and coop- 
eration given the schools of Searsport.

REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the Superintending 
School Committee: 


It is interesting to note that seven of the 1950 graduating 
class have attended college this last fall. William Choate at 
Bowdoin; Shirley Hawley and Robert Croissant at the University 
of Maine; Nathaniel Choate at the Maine Maritime Academy; 
Carol O’Donnell at Colby Junior College; Maxine Gamble at 
Westbrook Junior College and Dorothy Carroll at Husson. 


In our present senior class, Jacqueline Jackson hopes to at- 
tend the Farmington State Teachers College, and Diane O’ Donnell 
the University of Maine. As was the case a few years ago, the 
‘different branches of the armed forces seem ready and eager to 
engage the services of our male graduates as soon as they leave 
school . Wesley Hamilton and Emery Taylor are in the Navy and 
Conrad Anderson is in the Marine Corps. 


Our school work has moved along as usual with only minor 
changes in the daily routine. Disciplinary problems are few and 
usually are of a minor nature. Most of the boys and girls take 
their work seriously and probably do as well as possible when we 
consider individual differences. 


New books have been purchased for the school library and 
new equipment for the laboratory as required by law. 

Current subscriptions to the Saturday Evening Post and the 
National Geographic Magazine have been presented to the school 
library. 


The enrollment by grades at the present time is: seventh—22; 
eighth—-19; ninth—24; tenth—13; eleventh—19; twelfth—12. 
This is a decrease of 12 from last year. 


At the annual Interscholastic Speaking last May, Searsport 
was represented by Lorna Sambrook and William Choate. Lorna 
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won the Second Prize for girls, while William took first place for 
the boys. 


The basketball teams have not had a successful season, when 
we consider the won and lost column. Mr. Murkland has coached 
the boys and has endeavored to teach those qualities of good 
citizenship, which should be evident on the basketball court, to- 
gether with a knowledge of the fundamentals of the game. The 
team expects to play in the Waldo County Tournament and will 
probably give a good account of itself. 


The girls’ team, even though able to win but two of its games 
this year, has enjoyed playirg and, I believe, has displayed a fine 
spirit in losing. 

The school committee allowed us to use the new school bus 
for out-of-town trips, thereby reducing the cost of these trips to 
the school.

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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 


In reviewing the Public Health Nursing Program for the past 
year, it would seem that the trend has been toward more group 
activities than in previous years. While this has probably cut 
down the number of home visits made, it has been possible to 
give service to more families in the community. Your nurse has 
visited the town 36 times during this year. 


Because of the present world conditions, immunization pro- 
grams have been emphasized. Through the cooperative efforts of 
your local physician and health committee, it was possible in 
June to start monthly Child Health Conferences. 7 Conferences 
have been held. 65 infants and pre-school children attended. 35 
children have completed their immunization for Diphtheria, 
Whooping Cough and Tetanus. 9 children have been vaccinated 
against Smallpox. Each child had a physical examination and 
the mothers were given an opportunity to discuss health problems 
with the attending physician. 


114 home visits were made to families for the purpose of 
helping expectant mothers, infants and pre-school children attain 
the highest possible level of physical and mental health during 
this period of their lives. 


The School Health Program has consisted of the Public 
Health Nurse acting as a Health Consultant to the Superintendent 
and the teachers. Immunization for Diphtheria, Whooping Cough 
Tetanus and Smallpox have been offered through Clinic facilities. 
About 100 children have received this service. The nurse has 
made 10 home visits to families that have been referred by the 
school personnel because of physical defects and other problems. 
An effort has been made to assist the families in obtaining cor- 
rections of these conditions using local and State facilities when- 
ever possible. 
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As the control of communicable disease is a Public Health 
Problem and control can only be attained through the cooperation 
of each individual observing the rules that have been set up for 
such control. Through the cooperation of the members of your 
community, it has been possible for Chest X-ray to be obtained 
at the Regional Chest X-ray Clinic held at Belfast. 


Through the established Clinics, which are sponsored by the 
Bureau of Health of the State Department of Health and Welfare, 
many children with a specific physical or mental problem have 
had the opportunity of receiving service from specialists in various 
fields. Among these established services are the Crippled Children 
Pediatric, Hard of Hearing, Cardiac and Mental Hygiene Clinics. 


It has been through the efforts of your local physician and 
Health Committee that it has been possible for your community 
to have a much more adequate Public Health Nursing Program 
this year. I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Town 
Officials, School personnel, local physician and members of the 
Health Committee for their splendid cooperation which has made 
this program available to such a large proportion of the families 
in your community. I am looking forward to the opportunity to 
continue this work in the coming year.

The year 1950 has seen no marked changes in the operation 
of the Water District. Some new lines have been installed to 
accommedate new houses, also some replacements of existing lines 
which were not giving satisfactory service. 


The C. H. Sprague & Son and the Shell Oil Company have 
required new extensions for service which is bringing additional 
income to the District, this year the District hopes to replace 
other existing lines with new service pipes if material is available. 


When the audit for the year 1949 was completed it showed 
that $13,518.40 was the cost to the Water District for changes to 
Mains, Services and Hydrants along the Main Street caused by 
the construction of the new highway in 1949 as reported to you 
in the last annual report. 


The loan of $5,000.00 from The Merrill Trust Company has 
been liquidated each quarter in the amount of $500.00 plus interest 
reducing the loan by $2,000.00.

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AUDITOR’S REPORT 


February 12, 1952 


Board of Selectmen 
Searsport 
Maine 


Gentlemen: 


In accordance with your request, we have audited the general 
and trust fund accounting records of the Town of Searsport, 
Maine for the year ending January 31, 1952. We have directly 
examined records of the town clerk affecting accounting procedure 
and the administration of the town. Our examination was made 
in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards, and_ 
accordingly included such tests of the accounting records and such 
other auditing procedures as we considered necessary in the 
circumstances. 


Balance Sheet Comments 


Cash on deposit, in the general fund, has been reconciled 
with certificate furnished by The Merrill Trust Company. Prompt 
deposit of receipts left no cash on hand at year end closing. The 
cash on deposit exceeds by $100.05 the amount required from 
cash transactions as evidenced by recorded receipts and warrants 
issued for expenditure. There was clear evidence that, with two 
exceptions, the exact amount of recorded receipts was always 
promptly deposited but examination of the pertinent deposits 
that revealed an overage, did not provide a clue to the reason. 
This overage is presently being held by the Town Treasurer, but 
is not reflected on your balance sheet. The transactions of the 
treasurer were traced in complete detail and reconciled with total 
bank clearance; an unrecorded amount of $2.50 withheld for 
Federal Income Tax has been corrected by journal entry. 
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The assessment of 1951 taxes has been added and the total 
found to be $3.12 greater than the list committed to the collector. 
Verification, by correspondence, of outstanding balances has been 
made to the extent considered adequate. Transactions in prior 
years balances have been reconciled to detailed control. It was 
considered advisable to increase the reserve for possible future 
abatements. 


New tax mortgage liens securing uncollected real estate 
assessments for 1950 have been examined; costs chargeable to 
the tax payer have been added to, and forms a part of, the recon- 
ciled ledger balance. 


Transactions in foreclosed tax mortgages have been examined 
in detail. The municipal officials have been active in attempting 
to sell and dispose of the property involved and the outstanding 
balance was somewhat reduced during the year despite the ad- 
dition from new foreclosures and merged tax assessments which 
together totaled $902.05. We have not examined records of 
ownership to determine the accuracy of the assessment on which 
the foreclosed mortgages are based. 


The investment of the capital reserve fund has been verified 
by actual examination of the securities and by verification from 
the depository bank for the amount on time deposit. All interest 
earnings have properly accrued to this fund. 


Accounts receivable have been determined from examination 
of departmental and other accounts and occur chiefly by reason 
of pauper supplies furnished unsettled cases or other town poor. 
It was observed that claim for reimbursements have been made 
with promptness and the amount now outstanding represents 
very recent expenditures. 


_ Accounts payable is principally for a traffic signal light, the 
invoice being unpaid pending inspection of the shipments received. 
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Trust Funds 


Trust fund resources, in the form of securities, were verified 
by direct examination, however, one U. S. Savings Bond in the 
amount of $100.00 was not found but interest earnings would 
indicate that this bond was recognized as held by the town. One 
semi-annual dividend on an entirely different bond was not re- 
corded as received. The correctness of treasurers receipts for 
income on fund principals not held by the town have been verified 
by the trustees. All amounts on time deposit have been verified 
by certificates furnished by the various depository banks. The 
cash on demand deposit has been reconciled with certificate fur- 
nished by The Merrill Trust Company. The present system of 
maintaining a separate checking account together with separate 
ledger accounts for your trust funds 1s proving to be clearly ad- 
vantageous, however, the transactions in the individual cemetery 
trusts appear only in the annaul audit report. 


Trust fund balances, consisting of expendable income and 
principal, have been reconciled with the individual trusteeships. 


Operating Comments 


We have not made a detailed audit of all transactions; we 
have however made an examination of the important accounts. 
We have test checked invoices issued for expenditures. Trans- 
actions with the State of Maine have been compared with the 
vouchers accompanying remittances made by the State. The 
reports rendered by the State for highway construction have been 
compared with the records of the town. 


The unexpected balance for civilian defense has not been 
lapsed to surplus because it is considered that the intent of the 
voters was for its expenditure to be made in coordination with 
the state wide program, and not for a current years service. 
The unexpended appropriation for the purchase of land for a 
school house site and to provide working funds for a newly created 
school district were not lapsed because of present vacancies in the 
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pertinent board of trustees. Balances for education are continued 
in accordance with requirements; the general school account is 
continued by reason of custom. 


The total lapsed unexpended balances were, in total, slightly 
in excess of the total overdrafts, resulting in an operating gain 
for the year. The principal overdraft occurred in the town roads 
account which under normal conditions can be strictly controlled 
and seldom overdrawn, however, during the latter part of the 
year the extent of flash floods contributed to the current years 
overdraft. It would appear that strict attention to recovery of 
Federal excise taxes, more particularly in the purchases by the 
school department, would be a saving to the tax payers but it is 
appreciated that the procedures involved are sometimes complex 
and minor loss in occasional purchases can be expected. 


A review of expenditures for pauper relief may reveal that 
certain recipients may qualify for benefits under the trusts created 
for worthy poor, therefore, a part of the expenditures from town 
funds of the past may be recovered. 


Included in the check book reconciliation are three checks 
totaling $10.95 which may never be cashed; this potential asset 
is not reflected upon your balance sheet because it is not yet actual. 


Recommendations. 


It is strongly recommended that a monthly trial balance be 
made from your ledger or any other adequate method employed 
which assures the accuracy of the cash receipt and disbursement 
postings made during the year. 


We would suggest that consideration be given to the installa- 
tion of accounting records that furnish a detailed support for the 
transactions in each individual trusteeship. 


It 1s recommended that the treasurer and minucipal officials 
fully comply with the provisions of Chapter 80, Section 31, of 
the 1944 Revised Statutes of Maine, as amended. 
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It is recommended that a more complete study be made of 
the exemptions from Federal excise tax for which the municipality 
is entitled to and have clear and complete understanding in this 
respect with the vendors.

The pay ($1,364.25) of the police officer for the 1951 season 
is included in the item, debits from other accounts under General 
Government. 


Following the expression of sentiment at the last annual 
Town Meeting a new traffic light was ordered. It has arrived 
and is being prepared for installation this spring. Permission for 
it has been received from the State Highway Commission. 


The overdraft in the Union Hall account was due to the cost 
of material and labor needed to clean and paint the rooms on the 
first floor.

ROAD COMMISSIONER’S REPORT 


The heavy overdraft in the town roads account is due to the 
severe washouts of last summer and fall. We were handicapped 
by the need of hauling gravel long distances, and the inability 
to secure a sufficient number of trucks when needed. A consider- 
able amount of repair work still remains to be done. We must 
face the fact that the cost of labor and material for this work has 
increased. 

The State Aid money was used on the Summers Road, be- 
cause by so doing we were able to secure an extra $1,000 from the 
State Highway Fund. 


Special Resolve Funds from the State ($966.00) will be avail- 
able this year, for use on the Savery Road. 


The Town Road Improvement money was used on the Loop 
Road, so called.

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REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the Superintending 
School Committee: 


The enrollment of the High School has remained at about its 
normal level for the past year. There are 17 in the graduating 
class. With an anticipated seventh grade of forty or more next 
year, it can easily be seen that something should be done to relieve 
conditions in this building. 


The work is going along smoothly this year. Thornton 
Johnston is doing a commendable job in the 7th and 8th grade 
rooms. Mrs. McCaslin and Mrs. Clemons keep the work in their 
respective departments at their usual high standards. 


The school was fortunate last spring in being able to purchase 
a new R. C. A. moving picture projector, Junior Model. The 
money for this was taken from school funds and not town funds. 


The usual activities have been carried on—the annual elimi- 
nation speaking contest at the school, the interscholastic 
contest in May, and the annual career day at Crosby High School 
for the upper classes. The boys have participated in both basket- 
ball and baseball activities. They have won about one-half of 
their games. The girls playing in the Waldo County League have 
won eight and lost eight games. Janet Hawley and Ross Carroll 
represented the school at the Interscholastic Speaking Contest. 


Two of our senior boys, John Thurau and Kenneth Martin, 
have applied for admission to the Maine Maritime Academy. 
Arthur Curtis expects to attend the University of Maine. 


Our permanent record book which contains the high school 
grades of all who attended Searsport High School since 1918, is 
in poor condition and I suggest that these records be transferred 
to a visible card index. The permanency of the records should 
justify the cost. 
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Last April, the senior class, accompanied by Mrs. Clemons 
and myself went to New York City. We spent 2 days there and 
visited the usual points of interest. 


I wish to mention in this report, the interest shown by Mr. 
James H. Duncan in providing the school with subscriptions to 
several current magazines. They are widely read and much en- 
joyed by the boys and girls. 


The total receipts during the basketball season were $405.37. 
These were offset by expenditures of $419.98. This leaves a 
deficit of $14.61. New uniforms for both boys and girls were 
brought this year.

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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 

Thinking back over a period of years, it is very gratifying to 
see the progressive development of the Public Health Nursing 
program in all communities. There are probably many con- 
tributing causes to this growth, outstanding among them is the 
increasing interest of the citizens themselves in the program and 
their knowledge of the services available. The forming of active 
local Health Councils has done much to expand this program. 

Searsport has been visited by your Public Health Nurse 50 
times this year. 179 home visits to expectant mothers, infants, 
pre-school and school children have been made. 

Through the efforts of your local Health Committee 9 Child 
Health Conferences have been held with the local physician in 
attendance to give physical examinations, immunizations and 
vaccinations against communicable diseases. 58 infants and pre- 
school children have attended these Conferences. 347 school 
children have attended the immunization clinics held in the school 
where 331 Schick tests were done and protection against diph- 
theria, whooping cough, tetanus and smallpox have been given. 
188 Audiometer tests were done in the schools; 31 children were 
found to have defective hearing. 

Available Clinics to the community, sponsored by the De- 
partment of Health and Welfare, include Crippled Children, 
Pediatric, Speech, Hard-of-Hearing, Cardiac, Mental Hygiene, 
Diagnostic, X-ray and Cancer Control. Service has been given 
to the community through all these clinics. 

Your Public Health Nurse does appreciate the cooperation 
that has been given her by the Town Officials, local physicain, 
Local Health Committee and school personnel. She is sure this 
same cooperation will be extended to her during the coming year 
and trusts that she may have the pleasure of giving more service 
to you.

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REPORT OF SEARSPORT WATER DISTRICT 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Searsport 
Water District: 


The Trustees of the Searsport Water District submit this, 
the fourth annual report for the year ending December 31, 1951. 


The year 1951 was devoted mainly to the improvement of 
distribution mains and installing lines to accommodate new 
houses. 


The old distribution main on Warren Street was replaced with 
a new main and old extensions on Elm, Navy, Nichols and Jackson 
Avenue were replaced, greatly improving service to approxi- 
mately twenty families. 


The 1951 income of the District was increased by approxi- 
mately $2,250.00 over the previous year by the addition of new 
industries and the construction of new houses. 


The loan of $5,000.00 from The Merrill Trust Company has 
been liquidated by the same amount as the previous year, $2,000, 
leaving a balance of $1,000.00 which will be completely liquidated 
by May 1, 1952. 


Present plans are to continue replacing old lines that are not 
giving satisfactory service with new lines and if material is avail- 
able we should be able to nearly if not completely finish this work 
in 1952, thus furnishing all of our customers with satisfactory 
service.
